VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  260,  as 
compared  with  290  for  the  previous  year.  The  Standardised  Birth 
Rate  was  18,0,  as  compared  with  20.36  for  the  previous  year  -  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.0. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
1,  as  compared  with  6  for  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  (i.e,  deaths  under  1  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was  3.8,  as 
compared  with  20.6  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  20,0,  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  11.4,  as  compared  with 
20.4  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  28.2. 

The  Standardised  Death  R.ate  •  of  the  general  population  was  10.92, 
as  compared  with  9.4  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  11.3.  Of  the  total  deaths  for  all  ages,  namely  235, 

123  occurred  in  people  aged  75  years  and  over. 


IMMUNISATI ON 

Details  of  immunisation,  which  in  the  main  relate  to  children, 
arw  set  out  in  the  Report  proper.  To  determine  the  immunised  state 
of  the  children,  I  have  adopted  the  method  of  totalling  the  number  of 
children  born  in  1963  and  who  have  been  immunised  either  in  1963  or 
in  1964.  The  total  number  of  children  born  in  1963  was  290,  and  of 
this  number  245  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  (84%),  236  against 
Whooping  Cough  (81%),  249  against  Tetanus  (86%)  and  only  179  against 
Poliomyelitis  (62%).  These  figures,  with  the  exception  of  those 
for  Poliomyelitis,  are  satisfactory,  and  are  in  a  sense  an  under¬ 
estimate  of  the  immunisation  state.  In  the  Annual  Report  for  1963, 

I  showed  the  immunisation  state  of  children  born  in  1962  to  be  81  .5% 
for  Diphtheria,  70%  for  Whooping  Cough, and  77%  for  Tetanus  and  65% 
for  Poliomyelitis.  If  the  figures  for  children  born  in  1962,  and 
immunised  in  1964  are  now  taken  into  consideration,  the  immunisation 
state  of  children  born  in  1 9 62  is  87%  Diphtheria,  75%  Whooping  Cough, 
83%  Tetanus  and  75%  Poliomyelitis.  The  National  figure*  for 
Poliomyelitis  is  65%  for  3  year  old. 
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Smallpox 


Due  to  the  present  method  of  recording  the  number  of 
vaccinations,  it  is  more  difficult  to  assess  the  percentage  of  children 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox.  The  average  birth  rate  for  the  years 
1962,  1963  and  1964,  was  274,  and  the  average  number  of  vaccinations 
of  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  was  1 91  ,  i.e.  70 %.  The  percentage  of 
vaccinations  for  the  years  19 62,  1963  and  1964,  using  the  average  birth 
rate  of  274,  was  109%,  35%  and  50%  respectively. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  82,  as  compared 
with  416  for  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  was  mainly  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  notified,  9  and  53  respectively, 
as  compared  with  3 83  and  1 5  in  1 963 . 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  members  to  compare  the  infectious 
diseases  notified  in  1914  with  those  in  1964.  The  1914  figures  are  as 
follows,  1964  figures  in  brackets.

.  The  fall  in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  can  to  a  great  extent 
be  attributed  to  active  immunization,  the  fall  in  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms),  to  the  improved  standard  of  living  and  to  the 
more  efficient  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  this  disease.  The  reason  for 
the  present  low  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  more  difficult  to  assess. 

It  is  interesting  to  speculate,  if  the  1914  figures  had  been  repeated  in 
1964,  how  much  Press  publicity  would  have  been  occasioned.  About  half 
the  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  treated  at  home,  the  other 
half  being  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  -  no  mention  is  made  in  the 
report  of  mortality  rates. 

Other  figures  available  in  the  1914  report  shows  the  population 
to  h  ve  been  16,441  (l6,8l6),  the  birth  rate  19.16  (l8.0),  death  rate 

12.34  (10.92),  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  81.75  (3.8). 

As  in  my  previous  Annual  Report,  I  should  like  to  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  kindness,,  courtesy  and  help  I  have  invariably  received 
from  the  members  of  the  Council  and  Officials.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  YEAR 

The  statistic®  furnished  by  the  Registrar  show  the  number  of 
births  and  deaths  after  correction  has  been  made  for  transfers  to  the 
normal  place  of  residence  of  the  individuals  concerned.  From  these 
figures  can  be  calculated  the  "crude"  birth  and  death  rates.  As,  however, 
the  highest  mortality  occurs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and  industrial 
areas  in  general  have  a  bigger  proportion  of  people  living  in  the  middle 
age  periods  of  life,  some  correction  must  be  made  for  the  irregularities 
of  distribution  as  regards  age  and  sex,  as  otherwise  the  death  rate  will 
afford  no  accurate  means  of  comparing  the  healthiness  of  one  district 
with  another.  This  comparability  factor  is  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  applied  to  the  "crude"  birth  or  death  rate,  gives  a 
standardised  rate  and  anables  comparison  to  be  made  with  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  or  with  rates  of  other  districts.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1964,  which  is  the  last  I  have  the  honour  to  present. 

When  my  terra  of  office  began  in  1936,  I  was  lucky  to  find 
that  my  predecessor,  the  late  E.J.  Heine  Padfield,  head  prepared  for,  and 
scan  the  completion  of  the  first  stage  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme 
and  had  started  an  extensive  housing  drive. 

Thus  the  stage  was  set  not-  only  for  a  vast  amount  of  work 
leading  to  a  general  improvement  of  houses,  but  also  for  considerable 
progress  in  every  aspect  of  rural  hygiene, 

■  ■  •  1 

In  this  you  adopted  a  progressive  policy.  Unfortunately 
progress  was  halted  by  the  war,  x^hich  brought  even  more  variety  to  my  work. 
Evacuation  and  billetting  were  followed  by  book  and  scrap  drives,  gas 
decontamination, . salvage,  requisitioning,  temporary  housing  and  finally 
building  licensing  and  a  succession  of ' surveys  and.  targets. 


In  the  period  following  the  war,  more  was  planned  than 
could  be  done,  and  it  was  not  until  1956  that  housing  clearance  could  be 
resumed.  Only  then  did  it  become  possible  to  begin  to  make  up  the 

wastage  of  the  preceding  fifteen  years. 

Now  in  a  spate  of  new  legislation,  with  the  altered 
standards  and  habits  which  invariably  follow  a  great  war,  and  a  considerable 
increase  in  building,  operations,  the  opportunity  for  another  advance  may  be 
here  again,  I  feel  sure  Hr.  Dealing,  who  follows  me,  will  be 

successful  in  this  task,  despite  the  great  amount  of  work  lined  up  for  him, 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  and  thanks  for,  the 
courtesy  and  help  I  have  always  received  from  members  of  the  Council. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  to  record  the  full  support 
and  loyalty  I  have  always  received  from  my  staff  and  the  co-operation 
and  help  from  my  colleagues.

HOUSE  RSFUSF  AND  SALVAGE 

The  House  Refuse  scheme  continues  to  operate  by  direct 
labour,  using  two  16/24  cubic  yard  rear  loading  vehicles. 

Weekly  collections  are  made  in  Ansford,  Bruton,  Castle 
Cary,  Milborne  Port  and  Wincanton,  involving  a  population  of  7,500* 
The  remainder  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying 
and  isolated  premises  has  a  collection  each  fortnight.

In  one  case  the  proprietors  of  a  cafe  were  successfully 
prosecuted  for  a  number  of  offences  under  these  Regulations. 

Miscellaneous  Foods. 

During  the  year  1,398  tins  and  packages  of  various  foodstuffs, 
weighing  approx.  One  ton  were  condemned.  These  foods  were  disposed

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1961. 


A  problem,  likely  to  increase  to  one  of  major 
importance,  is  the  number  of  structures  which  by  reason  of  old  age 
or  neglect  are  becoming  seriously  detrimental  to  amenity  or  even 
dangerous.  Many  of  these  no  longer  have  economic  use,  and 

Statutory  action  by  the  Council  is  likely  to  leave  ugly  gaps  in  the 
street  facade.  In  my  view  the  only  solution  is  long  term  planning, 

with  the  Council  developing  sites  abandoned  by  private  enterprise. 


FILE  ESCAPES, 

There  has  been  satisfactory  progress  under  Sections  59 
and  60  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  further  premises  have  been 
inspected  and  work  has  been  completed  in  six  cases. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AID  RAILWAY  PREMISES'  ACT,  1963. 

This  Act,  which  came,  into  force  during  the  year  provides 
for  the  improvement  of  amenity  and  working  conditions,  and  for  safety  and 
fire  precautions  in  shops,  offices,  etc. 

In  general  Factories  and  Local  Authority  premises  are 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  and  the  rest  by  Local 
Authorities,  while  matters  concerned  with  Fire  Precautions,  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Fire  Authority. 

Most  of  these  premises  have  been  registered.  This 
Act  is  very  complicated  in  its  operation  and  it  is  clear  from  the  many 
Circulars  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour  that  initial  inspections  will 
have  to  be  made  of  all  premises  and  these  will  have  to  be  followed  up 
at  frequent  intervals. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

The  County  Council  continued  the  delegation  of 
their  powers  under  Section  38,  sub-section  (3),  (4)  and  (5)  of  the 
Act,  which  deal  with  lighting,  facilities  for  meals  and  for  washing. 
No  contraventions  have  been  found.
